Dirt in Sky 
Is Sought by 
Space Experts

attempt to fire a rocket 2.050 miles 
into space where it would vacuum 
up some scientific dirt and bring 
it back to earth.

The Eisenhower administrati o n .'

back production of our farms. It is | 
doing this in what is known as the i 
acreage reserve and the I e s ser-! 
known conservation reserve p ro ­ 
gram. 


The government expects t h a t 
250 million trees will have been 
made available by s t a t e tree 
nurseries and private I y-own e d 
nurseries for planting in the Soil 
Rank's c o n s e nation reser v e 
by June 30. 


Within three or f o u r years, 
nurseries will be produc i n g one 
billion trees a year for the con­ 
servation reserve program. Farm­ 
ers who wish to take part in the 
tree-planting project 
m a y sign 
contracts with U n c l e Sam. By 
living up to their IO - year con­ 
tracts—agreeing to plant trees in­ 
stead of crops— they’ll be entitled 
to annual payments totaling $450 
million a year.

THE GOVERNM ENT estimat e s 
that there’ll be a staggering f i v e 
billion more trees in the country 
as a result of the Soil Bank pro­ 
gram alone.

WASHINGTON — More trees will 
be planted this year than ever be­ 
fore in the nation’s history. 
A principal reason is the feder­ 
al governm ent’s Soil Bank C o n-

just the production of agricultural 
commodities and increase the na­ 
tion’s s o i l , water and f o r e s t 
resources. 
The Eisenhower adm ini strati o n, 
pledged to raise living stand a r d s 
of the American farm er, 
ing through the Soil Bank to cut 
back production of our farm s. It is 
doing this in what is known as the 
acreage reserve and the 1 e s ser- 
known conservation reserve p r o- 
gram . 
The government expects t h a t 
250 million trees will have been 
made available by s t a t e tree 
nurseries and private I y-own e d 
nurseries for planting in the Soil 
Bank’s c o n s e rvation reser v e 
by June 30.

Limestone Is Pillar 
In Fertility Program 


Successful modern farm ing re ­ 
quires constantly increasing effi­ 
ciency. according to E. O. McLean, 
agronomist in the College of Agri­ 
culture at Ohio State Uni vers i t y. 
Speaking before a Farm 
a n d 
Home Week audience, McLean de­ 
scribed use of agricultural 
lim e­ 
stone as “ one of those practic e s 
which serves as a pillar in a strong 
fertility program underlying a good 
farm, m anagem ent operation.” 
Pointing out that the need for 
lime in Ohio is eight times great­ 
er than the present rate of ap­ 
plication. McLean summar i z e d 
his presentation by explain i n g 
that lime actually functions as 
both a fertilizer and a neutraliz- 
er. 
As a fertilizer, he said, Lime adds 
calcium and possibly some dolomi- 
tic magnesium to the soil. It in­ 
creases the base saturation of the 
soil making it easier for plants to 
obtain nutrients. It may be added 
to build up the lim ited supply of 
bases in the soil or to bring the 
nutrient situation into better bal­ 
ance. However, McLean cautioned, 
lime acts more slowly than m ost 


commercial fertilizers and t h u s 
requires planning ahead.

As a neutralizer, lime cuts acid­ 
ity; blocks iron and al u m i n u m 
which otherwise would react with 
and tie up in unavailable forms the 
soluble phosphates applied; lowers, 
the solubility of manganese which 
might otherwise foe toxic to plants; 
stim ulates microbes in the soil to 
dec o m p o s e organic m atter and 
stim ulates nitrogen fixing bacteria.

The Highway Litterbugs Need Attention 


With the arrival of spring, the litterbugs 
are starting to m ake a noticeable rea p ­ 
pearance on Fayette County highways and 
even on Washington C. H. streets. 
Whether they know it or not these indi­ 
viduals are violating a law which subjects 
them to a sizable fine. 
R epeated warnings in the past h a v e 
been m ad e by Sheriff Hays and city offi­ 
cials but the num ber of careless motorists 
and others who throw papers, bottles and 
other debris on roads and streets seem s to 
increase rath er than become less. 
With spring beginning to put on its fresh 
raim ent as do most women, children and 
men, so should cities and villages and ru r­ 
al districts. 
Municipal street cleaners are seldom 
able to keep up with the untidy habits of 
some citizens. In m any cases such habits 
are not deliberate but reflect ext r e rn e 
carelessness and a lack of civic pride. The 
result is dirty streets, gutters and clutter­ 
ed sidewalks, the m a rk of the litterb u g ^ 
thoughtless habits. 
The clean countryside in rural districts 
is unhappily m ad e to look bad, also, by the 
habits of those who have no reg a rd for a p ­ 
p earance by disposing of their rubbish 
along highways and country roads. 
This brings up another related problem 


to which President Eisenhower referred 


recently in the suggestion that it would be 


a good idea for Congress to bring econom­ 


ic pressure en individual stales to insure 


that proposed federal restrictions on high­ 
way business and advertising are enforc­ 
ed. He suggests that federal law m akers 
authorize the treasury to withhold a por­ 
tion of the federal funds allocated for road 
construction from those states which do 
not comply with governm ent standards on 
the p I a c i n g of billboards and roadside 
com m ercial establishments. 


Maybe it would be better if states a s­ 
sumed the initiative in th£ m atter. State 
governm ent should always take the lead in 
serving the Am erican people, whenever it 
is practicable to do so. 
The O h i o General Assembly, for in­ 
stance, should see to it that clear-cut regu­ 
lations pertaining to billboards are s e t 
forth now. The State Highway D ep artm en t 
could at least be authorized to follow gen­ 
eral rules laid down by Congress, and to 
m ak e allowances for such rules in b I u e- 
printing future construction. The Legisla­ 
ture ought to m ak e it clear that in O h i o 
dangerously dist r a c t i n g and unseem ­ 
ly roadside advertising m ust be kept at a 
m inim um .

The Highway Litterbugs Need Attention 
Laff-A-Day 


With the arrival of spring, the litterbugs 
are starting to make a noticeable reap­ 
pearance on Fayette County highways and 
even on Washington C. H. streets. 
Whether they know it or not these indi­ 
viduals are violating a law’ which subjects 
them to a sizable fine. 
Repeated warnings in the past h a v e 
been made by Sheriff Hays and city offi­ 
cials but the number of careless motorists 
and others who throw papers, bottles and 
other debris on roads and streets seems to 
increase rather than become less. 
With spring beginning to put on its fresh 
raiment as do most women, children and 
men, so should cities and villages and rur­ 
al districts. 
Municipal street cleaners are seldom 
able to keep up with the untidy habits of 
some citizens. In many cases such habits 
are not deliberate but reflect ext r e m e 
carelessness and a lack of civic pride. The 
result is dirty streets, gutters and clutter­ 
ed sidewalks, the mark of the litterbug’s 
thoughtless habits. 
The clean countryside in rural districts 
is unhappily made to look bad, also, by the 
habits of those who have no regard for ap­ 
pearance by disposing of their rubbish 
along highways and country roads. 
This brings up another related problem 


to which President Eisenhower referred 
recently in the suggestion that it would be 
a good idea for Congress to bring econom­ 
ic pressure cn individual states to insure 
that proposed federal restrictions on high­ 
way business and advertising are enforc­ 
ed. He suggests that federal lawmakers 
authorize the treasury to withhold a por­ 
tion of the federal funds allocated for road 
construction from those states which do 
not comply with government standards on 
the p 1 a c i n g of billboards and roadside 
commercial establishments. 
Maybe it would be better if states as­ 
sumed the initiative in thé m atter. State 
government should always take the lead in 
serving the American people, whenever it 
is practicable to do so. 
The O' h i o General Assembly, for in­ 
stance, should see to it that clear-cut regu­ 
lations pertaining to billboards are s e t 
forth now. The State Highway Department 
could at least be authorized to follow gen­ 
eral rules laid down by Congress, and to 
make allowances for such rules in b 1 u e- 
printing future construction. The Legisla­ 
ture ought to make it clear that in O h i o 
dangerously dist r a c t i n g and unseem­ 
ly roadside advertising m ust be kept at a 
minimum.

When we were all young, it 
was fashionable to have appendi­ 
citis and many died of it. 
Then they changed its name to 
an appendectomy and blamed it 
all on castor oil. Now n o t so 
many die of it. 
Instead now one has various 
forms of heart ailments, not the 
romantic kind that comes from 
unrequited love but the physical 
kind that comes from eating the 
wrong kind of foods. 
Back when I was young, politi­ 
cians smoked cigars, generally 
the two for a quarter kind, as 
that marked a man off as having 
moved a step up the ladder of 
life, the nickel cigar being for the 
common people. 
Nowadays, even the most ad­ 
vanced gentlemen in public life 
smoke cigarettes, unfiltered or 
filtered, the ordinary size or king 
size, but according to the doctors 
cigarettes could give you cancer. 
It used to be that cigarettes 
stunted the growth. A youth who 
smoked "coffin nails,” as they 
were called, was not supposed to 
grow to be tall and to have hair 
on his chest. 
Women did not smoke — cer­ 
tainly not in public. Of course, 
there were always the wrong 
kinds of women who should have 
b e e n ashamed o f themselves.

Consumption 
was something to be feared, as 
many got it and it was one of the 
g r e a t revolutions in medicine 
when it was discovered that fresh 
air, eggs and milk were the best 
cure. 
Nob o d y had yet discovered 
orange juice. In fact, oranges 
were a fruit that showed up 
around C h r i s t m a s time. They 
were small; their skin was pitted; 
and one ate them gingerly lest 
their juice squirt into the eye. 
There w e r e no grapefruits. 
When orange juice was invent­ 
ed, squeezers came on the m ar­ 
ket. Nobody .knew anything about 
vitamins. People drank orange 
juice because it tasted good. Be­ 
fore that, they ate stewed prunes 
and applesauce. 
In fact, in some parts of the 
country, apple pie was eaten for 
breakfast. Nobody was afraid of 
getting fat. The doctors had not 
yet discovered that obesity was 
a disease, although gluttony was 
a sin.

CAIRO (JPi — Westerr govern­ 
ments will find it virtually im­ 
possible to turn the Suez Canal, 
into an idle ditch by building more 
pipelines and supertankers. 
Military, 
diplomatic 
and 
eco­ 
nomic pressures have not shaken 
Egyptian President Nasser’s grip 
on the strategic waterway. Some 
Western leaders are advocating 
all-out development of alternative 
routes to minimize Nasser’s abil­ 
ity to blackmail the world through 
his control of the canal. 
So far, three schemes have been 
proposed: 
1. A pipeline through Turkey to 
the Mediterranean for oil from 
Iraq, Iran and the Persian Gulf. 
2. Pipelines across southern. Is­ 
rael from the Gulf of Aqaba to the 
Mediterranean. 
3. Building more supertankers 
so large they can take oil around 
Africa as cheaply as conventional 
tankers haul it through the Suez. 
But the Western demand for 
Middle Eastern oil is increasing 
at such a pace that even with 
this competition, the Suez Canal 
will be a busy trafficway for many 
decades to come — at least until 
atomic energy begins to play a 
major role in powering industry. 
Even without the threat of hos­ 
tile Arab action, some alternative 
routes must be developed over the 
bcoming a bottleneck, unable to 
cope with heavily increasing traf* 
fic. 
Oil shipments from the Middle 
East to the West are expected to 
double in the next 10 years. In 
1955, last full year the canal was 
in operation, 110 million tons of 
Middle Eastern oil went to the 
West. By the late 1960s this is 
expected to increase to over 250 
million tons.

CHAR DON, Ohio UP—So low was 
this year s yield of maple syrup 
that for the first tim e in years, 
sponsors are hesitating to set an 
advance price on the sweet liq­ 
uid. for the Geauga County Maple 
Festival which opens next Friday. 
The w eather has had little of the 
alternating freezing and thawing 
tem peratures ideal for the flow of 
sap. Consequently, gallonage from 
the sugarbush has averaged only 
about 15 per cent of norm al, grow­ 
ers report. 
One Large producer near B a in­ 
bridge—the first to tap his trees 
this season—did somewhat better. 
He had a 475-gallon yield, c o in­ 
pared with 1,370 gallons his maple 
trees produced a year ago. 
Because last year’s crop was one 
of the largest in history, some 
syrup is left over to augm ent this 
y ear’s sparse flow. 
But the festival sponsors feel 
the supply is too uncertain to peg 
the price yet. Syrup is selling at 
$6 a gallon up 50 ronts from 1956. 
The experts say it could hold at 
that figure but is more likely to 
rise, perhaps as much as $1, 
A throng of thousands is expect­ 
ed in this Geauga County seat dur­ 
ing the three-day festival, at which 
m aple syrup sells like the hot- 
cakes on which it goes so well 
On exhibition at the festival will
